Amendments to B> e-law 247A, 194A and 194B of 
the Rules, bye-laws and Regulations of the exchange 
as Approved by Sebi Vide it's Letter No. MRD/ 
DSAy'BSE/19851/04 Dated the 6th September, 2004. 

Whereas pursuant to the pro/isions of Section 
10 (4) of the Securities Contract (Regulation) Act, 
1956, the making or the amendment or revision of 
any bye-law is subject to the condition of previous 
publication, the amended Bye-law 247A along with 
newly inserted Bye.laws 194A and (94B in the 
Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of BSE were pub¬ 
lished in the Official Gazette of India dated the 
23rd October, 2004 inviting comments thereon. 

Since no comments on the abovementioned 
matter had been received, BSE, now therefore here¬ 
to publishes the amended Bye-iaw 247A alongwith 
newly inserted Bye-laws 194A and 194B of its 
Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations as follows : 


(A) Amen meots to Bye-law 247A of the Rules, 
Bye-laws and Reiulitiais of the Exchange, 
Stipulating the Made of Receiving/giving 
Money an! Securities by the Brokers/Sub- 
Brokers from/to their Clients as Approved 
by Sebi Vide it’s Letter No. MRD/DSA/BSE/ 
19851/04 Date , the 6th September, 2004, 

247A Notwithstan iing anything to the contrary 
contained in these Bye-laws, the following 
shall regulate the transactions between the 
Clients and Brokers. 

(1) It shill be canpilsory for all Member 
bro’ce.'s to keea the notiey of the clients 
in a separate account and their own 
money in a separate account. No pay¬ 
ment for transactions in which the 
Member broker is taking a position as a 
principal will be allowed to be mada 
from the client’s account. The abova 
principles and the circumstances under 
which transfer from client's account t* 
Member broker’s accoun' would be allow¬ 
ed are enamerated below.

It shall also bj conaaLo”/ for all Miaiber 
brokers/Sub-brokers to receive or to make all 
payme.ats fron or to the elioa s st.-ietly b/ way of 
account payee crossed cheques or deniid drafti 
or direct credi: into he ban.k aceoa,it through 
EFT or any j her noies as so per nitted by the 
Reserve Bank of India.

However, 
in exceptional circumstances Me.nber broker may 
receive pay iient in casn, :o ne extea. that there 
is no violation of tne tneo ne Tax rcquire.neat for 
the time being in force. 

(2) It shall be co noulsory for all member brokere 
to keep separate accounts for client's securities 
and to keep such booxs of accjjits as may 
be necessary, to distinguish suen securitioa 
from his/their own securities. Such accounts 
for client’s securities snail, inter-alia, provide
